WASHINGTON, July 31 — 
The United States and the 
members of the Baghdad pact 
—Britain, Turkey, Iran and 
Pakistan—meeting in London 
this week agreed to recognize 
the revolutionary government 
of Iraq before the end of 
the week, the Post-Dispatch 
learned from a reliable foreign 
diplomatic source. 

Iran and Pakistan became 
the first today to announce 
they were recognizing the new 
Baghdad government. Turkey 
followed suit today. 

The United States and the

Next largest atomic accelera- 
tor in the United States is the 
cosmotron at Brookhaven Na- 
tional Laboratory, Long Island, 
N.Y. This machine has a maxi- 
mum energy rating of about 3 
billion electron volts. It broke 
down last Nov. 5 and will be 
out of service until December. 

“Although research in high 
energy physics was hampered 
during this reporting period by 
shutdown of the cosmotron and 
bevatron, physicists continued 
their analyses of results ob- 
tained earlier on neutrinos and 
‘strange’ particles,” the AEC 
said in its report on January- 
dune activities. 

The commissidn said physi- 
cists had determined the rela- 
tionship of spin to direction of 
flight in the case of the neu- 
trino, a recently § identified 
atomic particle, and that about 
10 distinct types of the so- 
called “strange’’ particles had 
been discovered to date. 

Bigger Machines Ahead. 

While the bevatron and cos- 
motron are now the most 
powerful accelerators now 
available to American scien- 
tists, the AEC reported prog- 
ress on construction of several 
other machines capable of 
beaming atomic particles at 
much higher velocity.

Charges Lawyer 
‘To Brink.’ 

BOSTON, July 31—A Boston 
lawyer of industrialist Bernard 
Goldfine accused co-counsel 
Roger Robb of Washington to- 
day of leading Goldfine to the 
“brink of the precipice” be- 
fore a congressional subcom- 
mittee. 

The letter made public today 
by Attorney Samuel P. Sears 
of Boston, , indicated that a 
formal break was imminent be- 
tween the Washington and 
Boston lawyers. 

Sears made public a letter 
written July 14 by his associ- 
| ate, Lawrence R. Cohen of Bos- 
| ton, 
| Sears said he was “astound- 
‘ed at the imprudence of Mr. 
Robb’s public statement. It cer- 
tainly confirms suspicions as 
to just whom he has been rep- 
resenting. 

“I did not want to release 
Mr. Cohen's letter to me in 
answer to Mr. Robb’s memo- 
randum. But now I feel free 
to do so.” Sears said. 

Cohen's letter charged that 
Robb’s policy of “answering 
questions up to the point that 
they do damage is to say ‘I 
will halt only on the brink of 
the precipice.’ To me it seems 
obvious that this approach 
gives the subcommittee the 
power to push you over the 
precipice.”

POLAND STEPS UP 


TS ATTACKS ON 
CATHOLIC CHURCH 


WARSAW, July 31 (AP) — 
Poland’s. Communist govern- 
ment stepped up its attacks on 
the Roman Catholic Church 
yesterday. A cabinet minister 
accused Cardinal Stefan Wys- 
zynski of inflaming relations 
between church and state. 

Jerzy Sztachelski, minister 
without portfolio, said the 
Polish primate’s attitude had 
been “positive,” but wunder- 
went a marked change after he 
visited the Vatican last year. 


Sztachelski leveled the charge 
against Cardinal Wyszynski 
after calling Western corre- 
spondents to his office. He 
presented the government side 
in the new church-state crisis 
brought on by a state-directed 
search last week of Jasna Gora 
Monastery, Poland's national 
shrine at Czestochowa. 


The government charged that 


Jasna Gora Monastery had 
been used as a cover for an 
illegal printing house. 


[The church contends that) 
pamphlets distributed from | 
Jasna Gora Monastery were 
normal evangelical aids and | 
thus not subject to censorship. 
They were distributed on re- 
sponsibility of Cardinal Wys- 
zynski, who wrote some of. 
them. | 

The Communist party news: | 
paper Trybuna Ludu charged 
that the pamphlets seized from 
the monastery combined re- 
ligious themes with “political 
allustions contrary to the pub- 
lic interest and aimed against | 
the (Communist) government | 
system.” ) 


Sztachelski is one of two gov- | 
ernment members in the joint 
commission that church and | 
sate set up in 1956 in| 
an attempt to settle their 
differences. 


He said the government will 
call a session of the commis- 
sion this week and indicated 
it would demand loyalty from 
the two church representatives. 

Church sources, meanwhile, 
discolsed that the prosecutor's 
office made a second search 
last week. This one was at the 
convent of the Loretto nuns in 
Warsaw. The convent has a

OVER NIKE SITES 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP) 
-- National guardsmen will 
etart full time manning of Nike 
enti-aircraft missile sites in 
September when the 720th Bat- 
talion takes over four weapons 
sites in the Los Angeles area. 

The California Guard unit 
‘will be the pilot unit in a pro- 
gram which will extend to at 
least 13 other states in the near 
future. 

Members of the 720th Bat- 
talion have been training for 
missile duties for more than a 
vear. Some members of the 
battalion have been at school 
in Fort Bliss. Tex., for 57 
weeks and other guardsmen of 
the outfit have been working 
with the Regular Army's mis- 
sile battalion in the Los An- 
geles area. 

The change-over from Reg- 
ular Army to National Guard 
operation of the Los Angeles 
batteries will start Aug. 16 and 
be completed in September. 

Designated Units. 

Although the Army has no 
definite schedule for the 
change-over from Regular 
Army to National Guard opera- 
tion outside of Los Angeles, it 
has designated certain Guard 
units that will eventually mon 
Nike batteries elsewhere. The 
units and the states and cities 
in which they will operate fol- 
low: 

The 698th and 248th Nike 
battalions in the Chicago area: 
the 227th and 979th around 
Detroit; the 683d and 284th 
around Baltimore: the 125th, 
the 710th and 615th in Virginia 
at Alexandria, Newport News, 
and South Norfolk respective- 
lv; the 109th and 116th in 
Newark and Belmar. N.J. 

Also the 106th, the 245th 
and the 259th and 273d around 
the New York cities of Buffalo. 
Brooklyn and New York; the 


| 708th and 724th around Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and the 707th and. 
709th around Philadelphia; the 


704th and 772d in the Boston 
area, the 240th and 770th near 
Olympia, Wash.; the 728th and 
27ist near Alameda and San | 
Francisco, Calif.; and the 340th 
and 380th in the Washington 
(D.C.) area. 


Other States Affected. 


Nike defenses in Connecti- | 
cut, Ohio, Rhode Island and 
Wisconsin also will be turned 
over at a later date to national 
guardsmen, The Army said no 
decision has been made as to 
the specific tnits that will be 
assigned. 

At each Nike site taken over 
by the National Guard, a small 
group of fulltime technicians, 
members of the Guard, will 
maintain the weapons and keep 
them in a state of readiness. 


Other members of the as- 
signed Guard units will oper-. 
ate much as members of vol- 
unteer fire departments, re- 
porting for duty when alerted | 
by the Air Defense Command. 

National guardsmen assigned 
to missile defenses will remain 
under command of their state 
authorities except in time of 
a national emergency.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP) 
Representative Albert W. Cre- 
tella (Rep.), Connecticut, asked 
Congress to authorize an in- 
vestigation into the use made 
of scientific and technical per- 
sonnel in the armed forces. 


In a statement to accompany 
introduction of his resolution, 
Cretella said his action was in- 
spired by what he called “the 
unwillingness of the military 
authorities to make the neces- 
sary changes for better use and 
treatment of uniformed scien- 
tific manpower.” 

Cretella. who has been mak- 
ing a private investigation of 
the manpower use situation for 
several months, said “there are 
up to 15,000 scientists and en- 
gineers in the armed forces who 
are either misassigned, com-

pletely misused or not used to 


the maximum degree of their | 


skills and knowledge. 

“This pool of squandered 
scientific talent,” Cretella said, 
“is found mostly in the re- 
serve officet.training programs 
and the ar scientific and 
professional personnel  pro- 
gram. The latter program typi- 
fies perfectly the apathetic and 
hindsighted army attitude to- 
ward its scientists and engi- 
neers.”

This is the main and already most controversial feature of 
the plan by which Gen. De Gaulle intends to fix French institu- 
tions for generations and to insure French governments greater 


stability and continuity. 


The new constitution still 
must be approved by the ad- 
visory body before Aug. 15 and 
ratified by the nation through 
referendum on Oct. 5. 

It is already patent, how- 
ever, that the text, which em- 
bodies so many of the prem- 
ier’s own views, will be fierce- 
ly opposed by the Communists 
and a large proportion of the 
liberals here. 

Disclosure of the text, dras- 
tically reducing the powers of 
the legislative, virtually opens 
the electoral campaign for a 
referendum which will be tan- 
tamount to a plebiscite in favor 
of De Gaulle. 

Observers generally believe 
that by October De Gaulle 
will have so thoroughly re- 
habilitated this country’s econ- 
omy and public life than an 
important majority of the 
electors will vote for his con- | 
stitution and later elect him 
President of France's Fifth 
Republic. 

He Admires U.S. System. 

French presidential powers, 
according to the new consti- 
tutien, stand in between those 
of the United States’ President 
and the Queen of England. It 
appears to be tailor made for 
the gerieral who is a sincere 
admirer of American institu- 
tions. 

The President will be elected 
for seven years by a college 
coniprising members of both 
houses of Parliament, France's 
general councils and overseas 
assemblies—some 5000 persons 
in all. 

The President has the right 
to apoint the premier and cabi- 
net ministers, dissolve parlia- 
ment and go over the heads of 
parliament and the cabinet by 
asking the country to approve 
laws on referendum. 

The government will be re- 
sponsible to parliament, but 
can be dismissed only if one- 
tenth of the members of the 
National Assembly propose a 
censure motion and the mo- 
tion is voted by an absolute 
majority of all members pres- 
ent. This promises longevity 
for future governments. 

Legislative Elections. 

Parliament will be elected 
by direct vote, but the upper | 
house will be divided into two 
branches, one elected by the

Report From Saudi Arabia 


To the Editor of the Post-lispatch: 

I am an oil-field technician re- 
cently returned from Saudi 
Arabia. Things are so potentially 
catastrophic there that I find dif- 
ficulty in putting the subject into 
rational terms. Let it be said 
that the whole Middle East is a 
well of explosive hatred and in- 
cipient, bloody anarchy. 

The illiterate Arab despises all 
Westerners, including the Rus- 
sians. But most of all he hates 
the worthless “effendi” class 
which lives off oil royalties and 
fiaunts its insolent luxury in his 
poverty-fevered eyes. 

The educated effendis have aban- 
doned their people; but the fa- 
natical Moslem Brotherhood has 
not. This is the real government 
in the Arab states. It is supposed 
to be directed by one Haj-El- 
Amein, a ruthless religious fa- 
natic. 

The weapons of the Moslem 
Brotherhood are assassination and 
terror; and no Arab, high or low, 
is safe from its vengeance. The 
Moslem Brotherhood controls the 
headmen, or ghazis, in the vil- 
lages and the religious leaders all 
through the Arab world. 


This society is working with 
single-minded purpose to achieve 
these objectives: First, the de- 
struction of Israel; second, the 
expulsion of the Western infidels, 
and last, the recreation of the old 
Moslem Empire of the palmy days 
of Haroun-Al-Raschaid! 


Shrewdly, Gamal Nasser is ex- 
ploiting this religious fanaticism 
to make Egypt the leader of a 
vast Arab federation; and the 
Russians are fishing in these trou- 
bled waters hoping to turn this 
explosive hatred against the West.

How to Keep Cool 


For centuries mankind  at- 
tempted to keep cool during the 
summer with a variety of devices. 

Roman emperors ordered dou- 
ble walls for their suburban vil- 
las, and had the hollow space 
packed with ice brought down 
from the mountains. 


Leonardo da Vinci devised a 
water-powered two-ton mechani- 
cal fan for a patron, the latest 
of a series of contrivances dating 
back to medieval times. 

Benjamin Franklin conducted 
experiments in cooling by evapo- 
ration. 


Combinations of fans and ice 
were used throughout the 19th 
century—for cooling the Houses 
of Parliament in Great Britain 
and Hungary: by Dr. John G. 
Gorrie of South Carolina, who in- 
vented an ice-making machine to 
comfort tropical fever patients; 
by Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, 
who installed a system in his 
Washington, D.C., home; by Navy 
surgeons attending the dying 
President Garfield; by the man- 
agements of Wallich’s Theater 
and of Carnegie Hall in New 
York City. 

But it was a practical indus- 
trial problem which led to the 
air conditioning we know today— 
a combination of controlled tem- 
perature, humidity, air circula- 
tion and air purification. Printers 
had difficulty with the effect of 
summer heat and humidity on 
paper and printing ink. 

A young Cornell University 
graduate, Dr. Willis H. Carrier, 
was given the problem to solve. 
On July 17, 1902, he completed 
the installation of a combination 
of equipment that adds up to 
our concept of air conditioning. 
It was a typical example of the 
American approach to invention 
—theoretical study, plus ingenu- 
ity and practical experimental 
tinkering that brought success.

Mandate and Challenge | 
Gov. Orval Faubus says his renomination in 
Arkansas is a “mandate” to resist integration. 
If 80, it is also a challenge to the Federal Gov- 
ernment to assist compliance with court or- 


ders on integration. 
Integration is, after all, the law of the land. 


The Federal Government—and this means the - 


Eisenhower Administration—cannot permit a 
Governor indefinitely to defy the United 
States Constitution. ae 


Yet as matters stand the only agency at- 
tempting to enforce this aspect of constitu- 
tional law is a private agency, the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People. While this harassed group is appeal- 
ing Federal District Judge Lemley’s ruling for 
a delay of high school integration in Little 
Rock, the Federal Government sits idly by. 

President Eisenhower has never said he 
favors integration. Attorney, General Rogers 
has not ordered the Justice Department to 
intervene in the appeal. His civil rights chief, 
Assistant Attorney General White, has indi- 
cated plainly that the department has no plan 
to cope with the Little Rock issue. 

Next Monday, all seven judges of the Fed- 
eral District Court of Appeals will convene 
in St. Louis to hear the appeal. One month 
later, Little Rock’s Central High School will 
open its doors. If the appeals court should 
reverse the Lemley ruling, those doors must 
open to an integrated student body. 

Hence the Government has only a month in 
which to prepare to support integration and 
enforce the law. What could the Government 
do? 

It could, for one thing, be prepared to na- 
tionalize the Arkansas National Guard before 
Gov. Faubus could use any part of it to defy 
the law, as he did last year. 

It could order the Justice Department and 
the FBI to be on guard against law violations 
and to be ready to make arrests. Little Rock's 
school board has complained that federal au- 
thorities in the past school term “placed on 
the district the full responsibility for\compli- 
ance.” This time the Government ought to 
be ready to use its law enforcement arm to 
enforce the law. 


It could also ask its Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare to offer expert ad- 
visers to assist the Little Rock board in main- 
taining discipline and high educational stand- 
ards. Witnesses told the district court that 
normal disciplinary rules were not fully and 
impartially carried out last year. 


Above all, if the appeals court rules that 
integration must proceed, the President of the 
United States and his Attorney General should 
make it plain that integration will proceed. 
Otherwise the Little Rock case may stand as 
a bastion against the Constitution, with Gov. 
Faubus waving his flag of defiance from the 
ramparts. 


Sufficient Postage 

This is the time for all good citizens to get 
their stamps straight, as postal rates go up. 
Americans will see less of the familiar 3-cent 
Statue of Liberty stamp on letters, and more 
of the 4-cent purple Lincoln stamp, which is 
not so familiar though it has been with us 
for four years. In addition, there is a new 4- 
cent stamp of Simon Bolivar, “Champion of 
Liberty.” A new 7-cent stamp of a white jet 
plane on blue makes its debut for airmail let- 
ters. And the “penny” postcard which has 
cost two pennies will now cost three, or five 
for airmail. The moral of this is that Mr. 
Lincoln’s portrait had better be on any letter 
postmarked at 12:01 a.m. Aug. 1 or there will 
be postage due. 


Partisanship Out of Place 


Labor reform is now threatened by the 
kind of pure partisanship in Washington 
which has prevented such reforms for ten 
long years. 

Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts, Demo- 
cratic co-author of the bill, accuses the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers of re- 
sponsibility for the hibernation of his meas- 
ure in the House. Senator Goldwater, Ari- 
zona Republican, retorts that Democrats and 
“labor bosses” are responsible. Secretary of 
Labor Mitchell, who generally favors the bill, 
says he is surprised that the N.A.M. would 
have “such strong influence with the Demo- 
cratic party.” 

These remarks do not even give a clear pic- 
ture of the positions of the rival groups. Or- 
ganized labor accepts the reform bill as better 
than a more drastic measure. The N.A.M. 
does oppose it because it requires employers 
as well as union leaders to take the non-Com- 
munist oath, because it restores the right of 
economic strikers to vote in bargaining elec- 
tions, and because the companion welfare 
fund measure requires reports from employ- 
ers as well as unions. But it is doubtful if 
even the N.A.M. has the power to lobby the 
bill to death. 

As for the two political parties, no clear 
lines can be drawn. The labor bill is spon- 
sored by moderates and opposed by conserva- 
tives in both parties now as in the past. 

The only way to get this desirable legisla- 
tion off home base is for House members to 
forget partisanship and to remember the pub- 
lic demand for labor reforms. But the House 
Democratic leaders must call the play. Secre- 
tary Mitchell is right about that. 


About Moon-Shine 


Dr. Carl Jung, the eminent Swiss psycholo- 
gist who set limits for Freudian theory, ap- 
parently has abolished limits on what is going 
on in “the wild blue yonder.” He has an- 
nounced, through a private organization at 
Alamogordo, N.M., known as the Aerial Phe 
nomena Research Organization, that Uniden- 
tified Flying Objects, no less poetically de- 
scribed as “flying’saucers,” are real and “show 
signs of intelligent guidance.” This will en- 
able the folks who claim they already have 
made flights in outer-space craft to say: “We 
told you so.” And it will give Freudians a 
chance to take another whack at Dr. Jung in 
his old’ age. , 

Crassly depending.on our own eyes and 
the voice of authority, we perforce go along 
with the Air Force which said, after 5700 re- 


‘Members of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee certainly ought to question Secre- 
tary Dulles about his attendance at the Bagh- 
dad pact conference in London. Without no- 
tice to the. committee, Mr. Dulles single- 
handedly made the United States a “full part- 
ner” though not a “member” of the pact. Just 
what this means is a suitable subject for fuller 
explanation. 

With or without the Baghdad pact, the 
United States has an obligation, we think, to 
help defend the members of fhe pact against 
military-aggression. The Middle East mem- 
bers are Turkey, Iran and Pakistan. Our Gov- 
ernment has an iron-clad obligation to defend 
Turkey as a member of NATO. It has a moral 


and legal obligation to aid Turkey, Iran and 


Pakistan under the United Nations Charter. 
Should any of these countries be subjected 
to armed attack, we could no more stand 
aside than we could when South Korea was 
attacked. 


Mr. Dulles cannot be justly criticized for 
making military commitments at London.. 
The commitments were made before he got 
there. Whether the Baghdad pact is the in- 


dispensable means of honoring them, how- 


ever, is another question. 


What we find disturbing in Mr. Dulles’s 
trip to London is the evidence it affords that 
he still regards the turmoils of the Middle 
East as primarily due to (1) a threat of mili- 
tary aggression by the Soviet Union, and (2) 
the support of internal strife from outside. 

Mr. Dulles has, of course, always gone on 
these assumptions and what he had to say in 
London suggests that he persists in them in 
spite of everything that has happened. 


Recent events in the Middle East have con- 
vinced many people that though Soviet mil- 
itary aggression must always be guarded 
against, Moscow’s successes there have been 
due to political and economic, not military, 
initiatives. Equally persuasive is the view 
that, while Nasser has contributed to instabil- 
ity by supporting dissident elements in Leb- 
anon, Jordan and Iraq, the more important 
force at work was a genuinely indigenous dis- 
content focussed on genuinely unpopular gov- 
ernments. 


If Mr. Dulles still believes that Western 
losses in the Middle East are due to Soviet 
military power rather than innate political 
forces, to Nasser rather than Arab national- 
ism, then he can be expected to go right on 
making the same mistakes. That is what the 
Senator Foreign Relations Committee ought 
to question him about. 


‘No’ to Mr. Hayden 


Independent Democrats in St. Louis will 
have an opportunity next Tuesday to frustrate 
the calculated plan of the party leaders to 
jam License Collector Joseph T. Hayden down 
er throats.

Mr. Hayden is unfit to serve another four 
years in office. That was made compellingly 
clear in the report of last fall’s Circuit Court 
grand jury. But he is a paid-up member of 
the closed corporation that has taken over 
the Democratic City Committee. This group 
has a stranglehold on the party machinery 
and on all the patronage in the city. 


This political combination has functioned 
superbly well in the last three or four general 
elections—so well, in fact, that the politicians 
have become arrogant. Rather than drop Mr. 
Hayden following the disclosures in his of- 
fice, they actually have banded together to 
support him and to freeze out his two princi- 
pal opponents, Charles H. Conroy and Wil- 
liam B. Westrich. 

If nominated, Mr, Hayden will be a heavy 
burden on the whole Democratic ticket next 
November. The Republicans will be sure to 
make an issue not only of his miserable record 
in office but also of the steamroller tactics 
that pat his name on the ballot. Unbossed 
Democrats can prevent the raising of these 
issues by saying No to Collector Hayden. 


School. Aid in the Senate 


The most unsatisfactory feature of the aid- 
to-education bill approved by a Senate Labor 
and Public Welfare subcommittee is its grant 
to the states of full control over proposed 
federal college scholarships. The bill’s chief 
purpose is to make sure that high school 
graduates of the greatest promise get to col- 
lege. Only a nation-wide competitive exam- 
ination can come close to finding these. Ex- 
aminations in the separate states—assuming 
that they do not award scholarships on a less 
satisfactory basis—can find only the most 
promising in each state. 


Thus a student in a small state might win 
a scholarship just for lack of competition. A 
more promising youngster in, say, New York 
or Massachusetts might not get one because 
of stiffer competition—even though he really 
is more promising than the other student. 
This is almost as bad as letting Congressmen 
award the scholarships as patronage. 

The full committee should set more realis- 
tic standards. It will also have to decide on 
the number of scholarships since this was 
left open by the subcommittee. 

It is regrettable that the subcommittee 
turned down, 4 to 3, Senator McNamara’s 
billion-dollar program for school construction 
and teachers’ salaries. This would have helped 
to meet the worst needs of our primary and 
secondary schools: more classrooms and bet- 
ter teachers. And in the long run, it would 
have made scholarships more fruitful.

Peach Stack-Ups—A New Kind of Peach Pie 


Sliced peaches and cream are so delicious that it seems like gilding the lily to dress them 


up in any way. 


But so bountiful is this year’s crop, and so fine the fruit, that peaches 


will appear as dessert several times a week in most households. For variety, try serving 
them in these Peach Stack-Ups. Three graduated circles of pastry are stacked on each 
plate, with sugared peach slices, red raspberries and sweetened whipped cream between 

| and on top. 


WITHOUT A DOUBT, the summer of 1958 will be long 
remembered as “the year of the wonderful peach crop.” Early 
predictions of the United States Departmént of Agriculture 
proved to be accurate; the crop has been all that offe could 
ask both in quantity and quality. 

Earlier this month the Monday food page of this news- 
paper contained recipes for spiced peaches and a Peach-Raisin 
Relish which might be made from the clingstone peaches then 


on the market. But how the

The pretty little Peach 
Stack-Ups are actually a sort 
of take-it-easy version of fresh 
peach pie. They begin with 
three sizes of pastry circles, 
which can be baked ahead of 
time. Then just before serv- 
ing the three graduated circles 
are stacked on each plate with 
sugared peach slices, red rasp- 
berries, and sweetened 
whipped cream between and on 
top. 

They look elegant 
actually, they couldn't be sim- 
pler to put together. Don't

Pastry for Peach Stack-Ups. 

One cup sifted floum 

Two tablespoons granulated 
sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Six tablespoons butter or 
margarine. 

One egg yolk. 

One tablespoon water. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
lemon juice. 

Sift flour with sugar and salt. 
Work in butter or margarine 
with a pastry blender. 

Beat together egg yolk, water 
and lemon juice. Add to first 
mixture; mix well. Roll out on 
well-floured board to one- 
eighth inch thickness. Cut four 
four-inch circles, four three- 
inch circles, and four two-inch 
circles.

Elliman, owner of a University 
City (Mo.) beauty shop. was 
postponed today until Monday 
by United States District Judge 
Emett C. Choate, because of 
an extremely heavy court 
docket. 

Gerald (Duke) King, a for- 
mer convict who brought the 
suit, was ordered out of court 
yesterday by Judgé Choate 
after King made an outburst 
irom the witness box when the 
defense asked for a directed 
verdict of acquittal. The motion 
was overruled. 

Mrs. Elliman, wife of a man- 
ufacturer’s agent, lives at 8634 


Old Bonhomme road, Univer-| 


sity City, and owns a beauty 
shop at 916 McKnight road. She 
is charged by King, a former 
salesman in a linen shop, with 


damaging his reputation by us- | 


ing “vile and profane language” 
and causing him to lose his job. 

A year ago Mrs. Ellman and 
her husband bought some china 
figurines from King and paid 
$80 for them. King represent- 
ed the objects as Dresden china 
worth $800, the Ellmans said, 
but they learned later that ac- 
tual value of the objects was 
only about $12. When Mrs. 
Fliman sought to return the 
figurines and get back her 
the alleged slander 
occurred, King’s attorney told 

In o-operation with the Miami 
Beach Better Business Bureau, 
the Ellmans signed a warrant 
charging King with fraud. He 
was convicted, sentenced to 
serve 30 days in jail and fined 
$500 in municipal court.

Weekly Exodus 
To the Ozarks 


HENRY THOREAU once said, “Most men lead lives 
ef quiet desperation.” This was back in the day of the 
horse and buggy and I am convinced that in 1958 we are 
more apt to lead lives of noisy desperation. The condition 
is one which seems to go 
hand in hand with mod- 
ern high-speed living and 
yet we do not accept it 
willingly. 

To prove this, we need 
only look out on a Friday 
afternoon toward the 
highway that passes Pos- 
sum Trot. There we 
will see, almost bumper 
to bumper, an endless 
line of cars heading 
southward into the won- 
derful recreation land of 
the Missouri Ozarks. 
Some cars contain a fam- 
ily complete with young- 
sters and some a party of 
fishermen out for a holi- 
day. Since this is a land 
of lakes and streams 
and attractive state parks, 
many cars are followed 
by boats on trailers and are loaded with camp gear. 


‘It would be interesting to know the size of this exodus 
~—this weekly revolt against the somehow stifling city 
eanyons and sidewalks of Suburbia. It goes on every week- 
end from June through September in every city and large 
town across America. Our own highway is only one of 
several leading into the open country from a single city 
and is by no means the most heavily traveled, Multiply 
it by the other highways and then by all the cities and 
towns — and the total number of weekend recreationists 
adds up to a large share of our population.

This weekly trek to the country is often car- 
ried out at a considerable expenditure of effort— 
not te mention money. It is important to the 
nation economically, but also for many other 
reasons that are even more important. It shows 
that most people—indeed, perhaps all but a very 
few of us—still have a strong need for close con- 
tact with nature. The current Holiday magazine 
puts it this way, in an issue devoted to the won- 
ders and beauty of outdoor America: “Americans 
prefer in nature the fresh, the untended, the non- 
manhandled. They admire it as a primal force 
which has not been subdued.” 


ONE MIGHT THINK this was a problem exclusively 
of our time, created by a growing population and its in- 
creasing concentration in cities—and by mechanization 
and industrialization. Yet this is not altogether true. We 
find the same yearning for the open spaces and the natural 
life even in ancient civilizations, wherever they built cities. 
Here in America where open space has never been at a 


premium until today, there has long been a consciousness 


among thoughtful people of this yearning and this need. 
The spring issue of “The Living Wilderness” published 
by the Wilderness Society quotes a talk made at the Con- 
ference of Governors called by President Theodore Roose- 
velt and held in Washington in 1908, The speaker was 
Horace McFarland who headed the American Planning 
and Civic Association. 


McFarland’s language is archaic but he made one tre- 
mendously interesting point, This was that, in his day, 
the very people who were doing most to ruin the natural 
beauty of the American landscape and to exploit its re- 
sources were the ones who went to distant points to enjoy 
these things in an unspoiled condition, He says: “The 
iron manufacturer flees from the ugliness he has created 
to the unspoiled beauty of the Canadian wilds. The lum- 
ber king leaves the hills he has denuded into piteous ugli- 
ness and takes his family to view the guarded and beauti- 
ful Black Forest of Germany. The coal operator who has 
made a horror of a. whole countryside travels through 
beautiful France or the humble but picturesque villages 
ef Europe.” 


There is a far greater sense of responsibility 
on the part of our citizens today—and this in- 
cludes the ones to whom McFarland specifically 
referred, Yet another of his statements is worth 
quoting, for the problem he outlines here is still 
with us in full force. “We cannot destroy scen- 
ery,” he says, “but we can change its beneficial 
relation to our lives. Shall we gaze on the smil- 
ing beauty of our island dotted rivers, or look 
in disgust on great open sewers, lined with care- 
less commercial filth, and alternating between 
disastrous flood and drouth?” 


AMERICA IS VASTLY FORTUNATE in the amount 
eof natural beauty, much of it still unspoiled, that it con- 
tains. Missouri is equally fortunate with its 15,000,000 
acres of forested hills, its man-made lakes, its crystal 
springs and clear-water streams, Yet the pressures close 
in from every side and it is only by constant vigilance and 
effort that we are going to keep these things in their 
matural state and even comparatively unspoiled. This 
@ffort must have its culmination in the public agencies 
which we create—since we can do little as individuals. 


In the nation as a whole we need to provide addi- 
tional support and impetus for the United States Forest 
Service which manages so much of the public domain— 
and for the National Park Service that administers those 


areas that have been set aside because of their outstanding 
beauty and significance. 


In our own state, we should ‘support the Conservation 
Commission and the Park Service which play the same 
role here as do the others on the national scene. Only 
in this way, it seems to me, can we be sure that the people 
who head down our highways each weekend will have 
somewhere worthwhile to go in the years ahead.

NAFBRAT (National As- 
sociation for Better Ra- 
dio and Television) is 
they go about it the oth- 
er way around, by first 
turning the television set 
on and looking carefully 
at what transpires. This 
is not as easy as it 
sounds. 

It was some years ago 
that NAFBRAT first 
thought of -monitoring 
Los Angeles’ seven TV 
stations and reporting 
the numbers of acts of 
violence poured out on 
the defenseless‘ air. The 
catalogue . of crimes 
spelled out on TV in a 
week was horrendous. 
Not long ago, NAFBRAT 
took another look and 
found that, far from getting better, the statistics were 
even worse. In a week there were 223 killings portayed 
on television in Los Angeles along with innumerable other 
acts of violence. The NBC station in Los Angeles broad- 
east five times as many killings in the 1958 survey week 
as in 1952. This is not good.

“The crime show situation has become completely 
disheartening,” said Clara S. Logan, president ‘of 
NAFBRAT. “A few years ago we felt that the old 
theatrical Westerns which accounted for a bulk of 
the crime statistics would run their course, and that 
broadcasters would become more responsible in 
selecting balanced programs. Today, however, the 
networks have taken the lead in the portrayal of 
violence and brutality. The three network stations 
account for 61 per cent of the deaths tabulated in 
our survey for 1958 (compared with 39 per cent for 
four independent stations). Thus we see increasing 
care on the part of some independent broadcasters, 
but a complete dropping of the bars by the networks— 
which indicates a continuous worsening of the situa- 
tion nationally. 


“Juvenile crime in the United States has not only 
increased in volume, it has become. far more violent 
in its nature. The American Medical Association, the 
American Bar Association, many other professional groups 
and hundreds of individua] experts in the field of mental 
and physical hygiene have linked this startling crime con- 
dition with the saturation of television programming with 
sadism and brutality.” 

Viewing with alarm is not a specialty here; viewing 
with displeasure or disapproval, yes—alarm hardly ever. 
But the amount of violence on television is I think a le- 
gitimate cause for concern, And not only because of its 
connection, if it has any, with juvenile crime. 


What has always bothered me about the excess 
of crime on TV is not that it might drive some 
youngster out to emulate the crimes (although that 
is very clearly something te worry about) but that 
it might blunt the sensibilities of all youngsters. This 
is the real fear. Every televised shooting dulls our 
sensibilities just a little bit. All that gunfire, even 
when it doesn’t hit anything, drowns out the smaller 
noises of conscience, the more delicate nuances of 
wit or reaSon. It is very difficult for the more reflec- 
tive and conscientious playwrights to make their 
voices heard over the sound of fists crashing against 
jaws and, as a matter of fact, they have stopped 
trying. e 


It is extremely difficult not only for our children 
but for the rest of us to concentrate on any dramatic 
problem more subtle than a punch in the jaw after a 
concentrated diet of homicide. Next fall promises little 
if any relief in the homicide department. There'll be some- 
thing like 22 westerns on the networks alone, compared 
with only 16 last year and 11 the year before. 

Naturally, that doesn’t leave much room for anything 
except shoot-em-ups. Regular dramatic shows, dwindling 
from a high of 25 regulars a couple of years back, will 
be down to only nine. Only two will be live. The whole 
vast range of human impulses will be largely narrowed 
down to: Should I kill the guy or just maim him? This 
won't necessarily make sadists of your children but 
it can’t help but make them acquiesce in sadism — and 


that will erode their little characters very seriously indeed.

IN 1956 when voting ma- 
chines were first used in the 
St. Louis county elections, the 
wife of a candidate was asked 
at the polls if she'd like a 
demonstration with the small 
model machine on the clerks’ 
and judges’ table. 

“Certainly not,” she _ said 
airily. “I know all about how 
they work. They’re simple.” 


She went into the booth, set 
the machine in action closing 
the curtains, and voted for the 
candidates of her choice. When 
she finished, she started to 
leave but the curtains wouldn't 
open. Desperately jiggling 
various gadgets, she tried to 
open them. Nothing happened. 


Fighting claustrophobia and 
the urge to yell, “Lemme outa 
here,” she finally called out 
in a small voice and asked if 
someone could tell her what 
she did wrong. Someone ex- 
plained. She had forgotten to 
push the lever back complet- 
ing the operation and opening 
the curtains. 

Since this writer was the em- 
barrassed voter, she is happy to 
see the voting machine dem- 
onstrations going on all over 


town, under the sponsorship 
of the League of Women 
Voters. 


On Aug. 5, in the primary 
election, the machines wil] be 
used for the first time in the 
first 11 wards of the city, and 
350 League volunteers plus 
Explorer Scouts, Senior Girl 


Scouts, Junior Achievement 
workers, and Campfire Girls 
are helping voters get ac- 
quainted with them. (Call FO 
7-7166 to learn where demon- 
strations are being held.) 


Reactions have been varied. 
One elderly gentleman, for 
example, seemed reluctant to 
express his preference as to 
party in going through his 
primary voting practice. Final- 
ly the League representative to 
make it easier for him said, 
“Well, just for fun, suppose 
we pull the switch for the Re- 
publican ticket.” 


The list of candidates be- 
fore him, the man studied them 
for a while, then shook his 
head. 

“Nope,” he said, “I've been 
voting a straight Democratic

Spanking Climbs Social Ladder

WILLIE is more likely to be 
paddled for his misdeeds today 
if his father is a working man 
than if he is a white collar 
employe. But there’s a turn- 
about trend in parenthood 
which may soon make the hair- 
brush a middle-class disci- 
plinary aid. 

That is one conclusion 
reached by Cornell Prof. Urie 
Bronfenbrenner after a study 
of national trends on parents’ 
child-rearing attitudes over the 
past 25 years. 


Two decades ago, he found, 
it was the middle-class moth-. 
er who raised her children 
rigidly, feeding them on time 
schedules, controlling thumb 
sucking. Her working class 
sister was much more im- 
pulsive, uninhibited and len- 
ient. Much of this—particu- 
larly since World War Il— 
has changed. 


As one result of increasing 
income and education, today’s 
working class parents have 
come in contact with middle 
class standards of cleanliness, 
conformity and control. Today, 
says the professor, working 
class mothers tend to em- 
phasize ‘“‘neatness, cleanliness 
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and obedience” in their chil- 
dren’s development. 


Meanwhile, middle _ class 
mothers, particularly those 
exposed to books and articles 
on child care, child-care clinics, 
etc., have tended to become 
more “permissive” and flexible 
in their parental attitudes. 

Years ago, working class par- 
ents were the ones more likely 
to express affection towards 
their kids. Today, it is the 
middle class father who has 
the warmer relationship with 
his children. 

In matters of discipline, 
working class parents now are 
more likely’ to use physical 
punishment. The middle class 
parent’s favorite device is rea- 
son, isolation and showing dis- 
appointment, the latter «

How to Make 
Paint Stick 
To Metals 


By Hubbard Cobb 


MOST PEOPLE find that 
once paint has been applied to 
wood—it stays on the wood. 
But when it’s applied to metal, 
for one reason or another it 
soon starts to fall off in large 
and small chunks. This condi- 
tion occurs because there is 
something preventing the paint 
from bonding properly to the 
metal and it can be one of 
several different things. 


Paint won't stick to a metal 
unless the metal is clean. Be- 
fore painting, wipe the metal 
down with a cloth dampened 
in a solvent. Unpainted metal 
often has a thin coat of grease 
or oil on it left from the man- 
ufacturing process and this 
must be thoroughly removed 
before anything is going to 
stick for very long. 

Some metals have such a 
smooth surface that unless 
they are roughed up a little, 
the surface is just too smooth 
to hold paint. New galvanized 
iron should be etched with a 
mild solution of muriatic acid 
and water or a phosphoric acid 
solution before painting. If 
you don’t want to do this, al- 
low the metal to weather for a 
few months until it has lost 
its bright look and then paint. 
Copper will hold paint better 
if it’s first allowed to weather 
until it takes on a dull look. 
The same holds true of alumi- 
num. 


Most metals require a primer 
which goes en before the fin- 
ish coats. For steel and iron 
you can use a.red lead primer 
or one with a zine dust base. 
For copper and aluminum use 
only the zine dust primer— 
never one containing lead 

Of course, before any primer 


is applied, any rust spots on 
steel, iron or galvanized iron 
must be removed with sand- 


paper or an emery paper.

Kohler Strike Strite 


NEW YORK, July 31. 


THE WIFE of one of the strikers at the Kohler Co. 
in Wisconsin, has written a letter to me protesting the 
purchase of that company’s products by the Government. 
She said: Fin 

“Since this strike hag dragged on for four years, it 
has become a bitter cross for some of us to carry in vigw 
of the unfairness we often see on so many sides of us.” 

The strikers, she continued, cannot make friends with 
the people who have been brought in to take their jobs 
and whom they consider “scabs.” And she feels that as 
long as the strike is not settled, the Army should not 
have bought Kohler plumbing fixtures. In her own words: 


“The strike is no more than a struggle to See whether 
er not Mr. Kohler has to have a union in his plant, and 
we think it’s no more than right that the Government 
at least wait for the dispute to be settled before buying 
that ware.” 


This woman’s objections seem difficult to 
answer, for I think that nearly all employers in 
\the United States today find their plants run 
better when they retegnize the right to have a 
union, if they desire it. 


There are a few exceptions, such as the International 
Business ‘Machines Corp., which gives, if anything, more 
to its employes than any union asks for. 

But workers by and large usually find a union ad- 
vantageous to their interests, and gradually most em- 
ployers are agreeing with enlightened union leadership. 
A strike that goes on for four years shows a real desire 
by the workers for unionization. 


EIGHT MILES southwest of Americus, Ga., on State 
Route 49, is the Koinonia community, which many people 
may never have heard of. It was started in 1942 when 
Clarence Jordan and Martin England bought 400 acres 
of eroded Georgia farmland. 

Since then the farm has grown to more than 1000

But the odds are she 
will cut it in slices, or hunks, 
as“the mood strikes her, roll 
it in some flour or cornmeal 
and toss it into the skillet. 
What comes out will be dis- 
guised, all right. 

It will be something special, 
however, if it is 


too, thick, not too thin. 
Salt each slice lightly, then 
put the slices in a bowl and 
let them set for at least an 
hour. Drain off the liquid 
which will have accumulated. 


Now dip each slice in flour 
and fry it in hot oil. Don’t 
fry it until it is cooked hard 
and dry all the way through.

Cut the eggplant 
up ‘n small pieces with the 
tomato, and then pour on four 
tablespoons of good olive oil. 
Follow this with a tablespoon 
and a half of wine vinegar, a 
bit of parsley and garlic 
chopped very fine, one large 
onion, chopped fine, and half a 
teaspoon of oregano.

A. In area, Alaska is two and 
one-fifth times the size of Tex- 
as.

Q. Has the population of 
Alaska grown very much dur- 
ing the past 70 years? 


A. The answer is “yes,” but 
there is doubt as to the exact 
figure for the present year. 
Seventy years ago there were 
hardly 4000 whites in Alaska,

population has increased great- 
ly since then, but there has 
been little growth in the Es- 
kimo or Indian population. 


To obtain an exact popula- 
tion figure for Alaska, we shall 
need to wait until a new cen- 
sus is made two years from 
now. Eight years ago, the to- 
tal population was 128,000 
Four years ago, an estimate of 
208,000 was made for the Terri- 
tory of Alaska, but about one- 
third of the residents were 
classed as “military personnel 
and their families.”

A. Sitka was the capital city 
until 1912, when Juneau took 


its place as the territorial cap- 
ital. Since then, the import- 
ance of Sitka has faded, but 
it still contains salmon canner- 
ies and mining interests.
